A fearful catastrophe occurred 
at San Francisco at 6:10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, when the 
city was visited by an earth- 
quake which demolished many 
hundreds of buildings, rendered 
the water system useless and 
deprived the fire department of 
the means of fighting the flames. 
There were frequent and con- 
tinuous shocks of lesser magni- 
tude following the first and most 
disastrous shock that caused the 
great damage and loss of life. 
The earthquake was noticable at 
observatories all over the coun- 
try, extending even to Washing 
ton, where the seismograph re 
corded the shooks.,,,. ,,~ 

At noon the loss of life was 
estimated at one thousand result- 
ing directly from the earthquake, 
which caught the sleeping city 
unwares. There were at first 
wild reports in circulation say 
ing that half the city was de 
molished and the other half 
literally swallowed u p The 
losa of life was put away up in 
the thousands 

The heaviest loss of life seems 
to have occurred in cheap lodg- 
ing houses and hotels on Market 
street toward the Ferry 81ips 
The large department and other 
stores and business houses were 
empty when the shock came, else 
the loss of life would have been 
enormous. Tho residence por- 
tion of the city was but Blightly 
damaged by the earthquake. 

Fire broke out in many places 
and spread with great rapidity 
through the wrecked buildings. 
There was no water supply 
available to adequately cope 
with the flames and dynamite 
was resorted to. At 1 o'clock 
yesterday buildings were being 
blown up within a block of the 
Palace Hotel, the largest and 
most magnificent hostelry in the 
city. The news at that time was 
that the task was considered 
hopeless. 

At 2 p. m. a bulletin said that 
the flames continued to spread 
and that there was little hope of 
saving any of the business por- 
tion of the city. The loss up to 
that hour was estimated at no 
less than $40,000,000- 

The tracks on thirty miles of 
railroad north out of the city had 
sunk and were so damaged that 
the roads could not be used.

The Government is fur- 
nishing tugs, but the confusion 
is so great that they cannot be 
relied upon. It will be impos- 
sible to send full details for 
several days.

The 
exit was made out the rear door 
on the ground floor. After look- 
ing around in the rear Mr. Liv- 
ingston went out front, tried 
Victory's front door and then 
went around to the rear of that 
store. Here he found the gate 
to the high board fence open but 
everything else seemed normal 
and he returned satisfied. It 
happens frequently that a cow 
has opened this gate and tljere 
was nothing strange about its 
being open, 

Coyle's store was entered 
through a front show wiodo' 
which a hole was knocked large 
enough to admit a man's body. 
The thief passed out the rear 
door after ransacking in vain f< 
money. Mr. Coyle has learned 
by expertPltee and always leaves 
his cash drawer open and empty. 
Farnsworth & Root/, building 
was entered from the rear by 
breaking a glass. 

"Move on" has been the 
watch word in the Earlington 
police department and the order 
to all loiters for some time, and 
since these burglaries Marshal 
Barnett and Deputy Mitchell 
have redoubled their efforts 
this regard. Several camps of 
tramps and strangers between 
here and Madisonville have been 
broken up and the order has 
gone forth that all loiterers must 
keep moving.

But 
eveu these suggestions can not 
quell the opposition to the plan, 1 
of those who remember that the 1 
White House haB been the resi- 
dence of all the Presidents from 
George Washington to Roose- 
velt, in an unbroken line, ex- 
cept for the temporary lapse oc- 
casioned by its partial burning 
when the British captured the 
city in 1814, and who therefore I 
rightly look upon it as the center 
and source of patriotic associa- 
tions. From those, also, who 
look with pride upon the plain 
yet impressive White House as I 
the very emblem of democratic 
simplicity, the proposal to pro- 
vide an executive castle will i 
bring lasting opposition. Of 
course, it is true that the growth 
of executive business demands 
increased accommodations, but 
it seems to be the general opin- 
ian here that the White House 
grounds afford ample room to 
provide for additions sufficient 
to accomodate the growth of ; 
many years. 

There is reason to believe that 
a vote will be had on the Hep- 
burn bill in the near future, The 
able speech of Senator Bailey 
this week has cleared the politi- 
cal atmosphere. While the Texau 
did not deal directly with the 
Hepburn measure, but devoted 
himself to a disenssiou of the 
right of Congress to prohibit the 
lower courts from setting aside 
temporarily the orders of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission , 
pending appeal, his argument 
served to disclose the attitude of 
the Senate majority. This dis- 
closure has resulted in the first 
clear-cut alignment of the differ- ' 
ent factions. The radicals real- 
i%A the impossibility of the 
passage of any amendment re- , 
stricting full court, review, and 
their acknowledgment of this 
fact has removed the principal I 
cause of the deadlock. A grow- 
ing majority is said to be iu 
favor, also, of an amendment 
providing suspension of the 
Commission's rate orders when 
they are being reviewed in 
court, the carrier tiling bonds in 
each case to cover the amount in 
action. Altogether, the pros- 
pects for the enactment of con- 
servative and efficient rate Legis- 
lation at an early date are much 
brighter.

Thr Opinion. 

The opinion Monday was delivered 
by Justice White. . The opinion says 
the husband, being a bona fide resi- 
dent of Connecticut, the courts of that 
state had power to give effect to the 
decree It granted; that as New York 
wa» the domicile of the wife and of 
matrimony from which the husband 
fled, her domicile continued there; and 
that, as she was uot constructively 
present In Connecticut, and did nit ap 
pear fn the divorce proceedings, the 
Connecticut court dld» uot acquire Ju- 
risdiction over her. Therefore, wheth-. 
er under these circumstances, the de- 
cree enforced In New York through the 
Invocation of the clause requiring full 
faith and credit. It depended on the 
Jurisdiction, either of the subject mat- 
ter of the person oi the defendant, 
without which the courts of another 
state were not required, by virtue of 
the full faith and credit clause of the 
constitution, to enforce such a de- 
cree. 

Minority \lr„,. 

Justices Harlan. Urewer and Brown 
united In a dissenting opinion, and Jus- 
tice Holmes delivered a seperate dls- 
■fnt. Justice Brown thought this was 
a case that should be treated separate- 
ly, and not be used us a general prin- 
ciple, for It was apparent that the only 
object of the wife was to obtain ali- 
mony 

Justice Holmes based his dissent In 
part upon tbe fact that the majority 
decision would result in bastardization 
of so many Innocent children. He also 
looked upon it as a reversal by the 
ccurt of Its former opinion, a» ex- 
pressed In Atherton vs. Atherton.

Naples, April 18.— Vesuvius remains 
quiet. The gravity or the situation ha? 
shifted to Ottajano and San Giuseppe 
where the recovery or the dead from 
the debris goes on amid the misery ol 
thousands of homeless refugees. A 
sei satlonal development occurred dur- 
ing the work of salvage at Ottajano 
when the searchers unearthed two aged 
women, still alive but speechless, after 
six days' entombment. They were 
among the hurtdred3 who were crushed 
beneath the falling walls during the 
terrible rain of stones and ashe3 a 
wesk ago. Hope had been abandoned 
of finding any of these persons alive 
The wdmen were protected by the raft 
ers of the house which they were In, 
and had managed to exist on a few mor- 
sels of food which they had in theli 
pockets. 

Many bodies are la the ruins. The 
work of salvage goes on amid the twist 
ed mass of fallen houses, churches and 
stables and in deep drifts of cinders and 
eshes. At some points the ashes are 
ten feet deep, reaching to the window* 
of the second stories of the few hovels 
"" itanding.

LOCOMOTIVE BLASTS 



He»»y Enginei for Switching. 

The La Re Shore road was the 
first to use heavy locomotives for 
switchs and itR experiments have 
proved highly satisfactory, so 
much go that the officials have 
ordered five of the heaviest 
switching engines ever con 
etmcted. The Big Four, and in 
fact all other railroads, are 
watching the work of these en 
gioes with interest and it ii 
highly probable that locomotives 
of the same type will be used on 
other eastern lines. Heretofore 
the Lake Shore has held a record 
for the heaviest switching en- 
gines, but these new engines ex- 
ceed all others by 84,000 pounds 
without the tender. They have 
under them five pair of driving 
wheels, each drive wheel is fifty- 
two inches in diameter The 
locomotives with the tenders will 
weigh 419,600 pounds each and 
will have a tank capacity of 8,- 
000 gallons. 

Angus Sinclair, publisher and 
editor of the Railway and Loco- 
motive Engineer, has sent an 
appeal to all trainmen over the 
United States for aid in getting 
a bill through congress which 
proposes to make a railway re- 
sponsible for the cast of agents 
without an appeal to the com- 
mon law protection of the "fel- 
low servant" clause.

EXPLOSION IN FORWARD TUX. 
RET KILLS SEVEN KEN AND 
INJURES FOURTEEN.

Washington, April 17.— Two years to 
a day later than the fatal Missouri 
disaster, and, as ever sailor Immediate- 
ly recalled, on a Friday and the 13th 
of the month, seven were done to death 
in the forward turret of the battleship 
Kearsarge by one of those accidents 
which acquire additional terror for sail- 
ors because of their obscure origin, and 
almost impossibility of prevention. 

The Atlantic fleet, the strongest light- 
ing fleet America has ever owned, had 
been for weeks engaged in the most se- 
vere drills in the waters of the Carib- 
bean sea, culminating in the quarterly 
target practice. 

The following is Rear-Admlral Ev- 
ans' report af the explosion and its re- 
sults, transmitted to the secretary of 
the navy: 

"Calmanera, April 14 — Secretary of 
the Navy, Washington. D. C: On April 
13, about 3:16 p. m., shortly after com- 
pletion target practice of Kearsarge, 
forward turret, while the powder was 
going below, three sections of a 13- 
Inch charge of powder were ignited. 
Charge of powder In other lift Just be- 
low and one section inside 12-Inch re- 
mained intact. Cause not yet deter- 
mined, nor accountability. Matter is 
being Investigated. Lieut. George W. 
Graeme, gun umprie, has been sent to 
the Maryland in a very critical state. 
The following have since died: Lieut. 
Hlggine, turret officer; Peter Norberg, 
gunner; Theodore Naegley, seaman; 
Anton O. Thorson. ordinary seaman; 
Julius A. Koerster, turret captain, first 
class; Ellis H Athey, seaman. 

"The following was dangerous in- 
lured by accident; recovery doubtful: 
W. King, ordinary seaman. 

"Will bury dead at Guantaneroo. Ves- 
sel uninjured." 

Press reports say that 14 men wert 
Injured, and Rear-Admiral Brownson 
notified the navy department Sunday 
that Lieut. Graeme had died, and that 
the condition of Seaman King and Gun- 
ner's Mate Fred T. Fisher la grave. 
The rest arc doing well.

The n milt, say* the New York Tribune, 
was that deep aea cable* soon became a 
"fad' with enterprising capitalist*, 
and to-day the electric spark traverse* 
the clvlllied world through the wire* ot 
the submarine cable*. When, from any 
accident, the wire* are blocked and 
• communication cease* temporarily, 
the world of builness suffers a shock 
which almost paralyzes It* energy, and 
until the connection Is again made the 
commercial community Is practically 
at a standstill. 

Of all the nations of the globe Oer 
many i* one of the most energetic In 
the work of sinking electric- 
tbo depths of the ocean, 
completed a new line between Shang- 
hai and Yap, In the Caroline islands, 
which covers the distance of more thnn 
2.000 miles. Thl* cable I* laid at the 
greatest depth of any in the vast sys- 
tem r f the world, anil it closes a gap 
which makes It the first continuous 
non Kngllsh line to encircle the earth 

The year 1905 was. for the German 
cable Industry, a most significant one. 
ft not only gave the kaiser'* dominion 
a great many new cables, but It showed 
that the process of layong these lines 
had advanced wonderfully in Its 
technique, so that the work can now be 
done rapidly. In comparison with the 
records of past achievements In this 
line of Industry. The number of Ger- 
man cables which have a length of 
more than 62 miles has been Increased 
by this new cable to 13. These In 
elude lines to England, to Norway, to 
Ireland, to Spain, to Sweden, two to 
New York, a distance or 4,790.4 and 
1,911 miles; two to China, to Constan- 
tinople and to the Ladrone islands. 
Besides thea* large ocean cable*, there 
are a great number of shorter ones, 
which are partly In use between vari- 
ous German seaports, and between 
Oermany and neighboring countries. 

Altogether, Oermany haa more than 
18,816 mllea of submarine cable, of 
which, however, only about 3,293 
miles are owned directly by the gov- 
ernment. The total cable length In 
service In the world Is between 273,- 
402 and 279,616 mllea, so that Oer 
raany's percentage, notwithatandtng 
the progress which she haa made In 
the last year, Is very modest Real- 
ly, only about one-fifteenth of the total 
cable length at the service of Oermany 
Is German In Its proprietorship, while 
England owns more than two-third* 
of it Not more than two years ago. 
however, Germany did not own more 
than one-twentieth of the cable length 
upon which she depends for service. 
Up to a few years ago no ocean cable 
was In a greater depth than 16.404 
feet The American cable In the Pa 
clflc ocean was, In 1S03. laid In depths 
to 20.469 feet. The cable Menado-Yap 
Guam, laid by the German cable steam 
er Stepban. In 190S. surpassed this 
reccril, as It reached depth* of 22. 
96fi feet, and In laying the Shanghai 
Yar table, It was necessary, In the vl 
clnlty of the Llukln Islands, to reach 
depth* of 26.246 feet, which Is one of 
the due pest place* to be found any- 
whfrt in the oceans of the world. The 
new cable was manufactured In Oer 
many by the North German Sea Cable 
work*, in Nordenham. at the mouth 
of the Weser.

LESE MAJESTY IN GERMANY 

Subjects of the Kaiser Have to Ex- 1 
ercise Extreme Caution to 
Avoid Trouble. 

Accustomed to a frank discussion ot 
politics and politicians when the op 
portunity offers, an American looks 
with pity on the unfortunate posilio i 
of the German, who must keep a close 
watch on his tongue when he discusses 
slate affairs. The crime of lnsultin ; 
majesty, whether it be in the person o< 
the emperor, a poverelgn of one of the 
numerous states, or a sovereign of tl.e 
• late where the individual may be so 
lournlng. Is called In Uermau by tha 
ponderous compound word of "Majes 
tatobeledlgung." and makes the offeni'.- 
;r liable to confinement In a fortres 
for a time ranging troni two months l > 

The courts interpret It so broadly 
that the very Itnenl to offend. Bays tha 
Philadelphia Record, either in public 
or private rurnlshes ground for proso 
tution. Curiously, failure to rise in re 
sponse to a toast to the emperor comei 
under this provision, and the law mav 
leprive the guilty person of any publii 
ifflre he may be holding. The truth ol 
the allegation, as in any ordinary ltl>ei 
suit, does not alter the situation; It 
would only serve to Increase the enor 
mity or the offence. 

Scarcely a week passes without the 
notice In the press of four or five trials 
ot this character, and yet no other sec- 
tion of the criminal code Is so fre- 
quently broken. Even with loyal tier- 
mans a good joke on the emperor 
seems the more enjoyable because for- 
bidden. The following seems hardly a 
fearful insult to majesty, since nothing 
more personal than the kaiser's pro 
penalty for travel is treated, and yet 
It is always told behind closed doors.

LAND OF PARIS CABMEN. 

The Place to Which They Return 
with Their Savings to End 
Their Days. 

It is a peculiarity of Paris, waicu 
jvery visitor who knows en mgh 
r»reneh to tell one dialect from .mother 
must have noticed, that nearly all Par- 
Is cabmen come from the same part 
ot the country. The same thins is 
true of coal merchants and ot dc.Uera 
in roasted chestnuts, who come trom 
Auvergne; of the goatherds, who hawk 
their milk about the streets, who are 
Breton peasants, and of many other 
trades. 

The cab drivers' land Is probably 
little known to Englishmen. !t Is 
dowu in the Aveyron, and Rodez ii its 
capital, i tiny village, where the worst 
language and the best hearts In all 
France are to be found. The eldest of 
each family in Rodez takes the land 
and the paternal cottage. The old 
folks live with him until their death, 
and the younger sons go to Paris and 
drive cabs. 

For years they drive about In all 
weathers, scraping together sou by bou 
until they have garnered enough to go 
home and pay for their board and 
lodging for the remainder of their 
days. They go with the elder brother 
to a notary on the first day of their 
return home, and sign a deed by which 
he is bound to keep them for the re- 
mainder of their days in idleness in 
return for their savings. 

There is an old priest In Dodez who 
thoroughly understands bis flock. He 
never asks them to enter the church, 
but chats with them outside it, and 
preaches informal sermons as he 
thinks fit. A few days ago a deputa- 
tion of the men took him a plaster 
statuette of St. Fiacre (falsely be- 
lieved to be the cabmen's patron saint) 
whose rake— for St. Fiacre was reallj 
a gardener— they had cut away, and 
substituted a tiny cabman's whip.

Largest Company in the World 
Charges Only 59 Cents a 
d Feet. 



In view of the agitation which has 
attended the passage of the 80-cent gas 
bill by the legislature at Albany, the 
prices charged consumers of illumin- 
ating gas In Great Britain will prove 
of Interest to New York users of gas. 
' The Gas World Year Book" of the 
United Kingdom, Just published, gives 
some statistics which will throw light 
on the manufacturing problem and will 
be Interesting to students of the sub- 
ject in the United States. Of course, 
the cost of production in somewhat 
smaller In Great Britain than It is in 
the United States, due chiefly to the 
lower price of the labor involved In 
the production, and this fact should be 
borne in mind In drawing conclusions 
from the figures presented. 

There are 1,251 gas plants in Eng- 
land, 259 in Scotland, 110 In Ireland, 
135 in Australasia, 52 in Canada and 15 
In the other British possessions. All 
the large Scottish towns own their 
gasworks, which produce 83.8 per cent, 
of the total of pm made in the coun- 
try, while In England only 31.3 per 
cent. Is ma.le by municipal plants, and 
In Ireland -14.9 per c?nt. The largest 
gas company In the world, the London 
Gas Liplit and Coke company, makes 
22,000,000,000 cubic feet of gas yearly, 
and charges consumers 59 rents a thou- 
sand feet for Its use. Some of the 
ether eleven London companies charge 
a rreit r'eril less, notably the South 
Metropolian company, whose rate is 
4., renti a thousand feet, and the 
Wadsworth company, which charges 
hi rents Gas cooklnR stoves are grow- 
In- In favor In Great Britain, the ln- 
r-fase last year being recorded as 250 - 
000. 



Mirrors to Help the Driver. 
Drivers who are obliged to run 
through heavy traffic to any extent 
And It of considerable advantage to af- 
fix a small bit of mirror plate to the 
right stanchion of the canopy Just 
above the dash so that the following 
traffic may be observed without turn- 
ing the head.
